The officials 
say that it is a big shortage, bat say it 
was caused by Cashier Knowlton's bad 
financial management and his peculiar 
method of handling the fonds of the 
old Mill coonty saving's bank. The 
cashier has r e s t e d and is now in Can- 
ada with his wife, bnt his oonnsel de- 
nies that he is a defaulter and that Oal- 
vin Knowlton, his father, has made ar- 
rangements to make good the shortage. 
An investigation is in progress. 


Foreign News. 


ST. PBTBBSBTTBG, May6.—The czarina 
has donated 100,000 roables to General 
Gresser, prefect of St. Petersburg, in 
recognition of his services in frustrating 
the recent plot on the czar's life. ' The 
czar has granted him a pension of 6,000 
roubles as a reward for his services in 
arresting the nihilists. 


It is reported the czar has decided 
that the sentence of ueath pronounced 
against the nihilists convict^ of com- 
plicity in the recent attempt to assassiu- 
ate him shali be commuted to imprison- 
ment at hard labor for life in the oases of 
all bat two of the condemned. 
The evi- 
dence abdnced at the trial of these men 
indicated the existence of four widely 
ramifying nihilist organizations, having 
head centers at St. Petersburg, Kief, 
Yilna and in Siberia.

Preparing to Celebrate the Battle of 
Oettysbnrg. 
NEW YORK May^ 6.—At the twenty- 
fourth annual meeting of the Third Army 
corps, held here yesterday, it was de- 
cided to invite the members of the Army 
of the Potomac and the Army of the 
Union of Virginia, the Grand Army of 
the Republic, and the Army of New Vir- 
ginia and kindred societies, to partici- 
pate in a grand reunion, to be held at 
Gettysburg on the Ist, 2d, and 3d of 
July, 1888. 
A committee was appointed 
to carry out the necessary arrangements. 
It includes Gen. D. F. Syckies, Gen. 
Oarr, Gen. Sharpe, Gen. Robinson, Gen. 
Graham, Col. M. C. Michael and Col. 
Clark. 


Collapse of the Wall Paper Pool. 
NEW YOBK, May 6.—The Times 
says 
that the wall paper pool has beeu aban- 
doned, and the price of that commodity 
promises to fall aboat 25 per cent, next 
spring unless a new pool is organized 
under the auspices of the American wall 
paper manufacturers' asBociation. There 
is consternation among the non-pool 
manufacturers, as they look on this ac- 
tion as the beginning of a war of exter- 
mination upon them.

any settlement between the pool and 
non-union manufacturers 
are »light.

Strike of Lnmber-Handlers. 


MIOHIOAN CITY, Ind., May 6.—-The 
trouble which has been brewing for some 
time among the laboring element of 
Michigan City, 
culminated Tuesday, 
when over 300 employes of the whole- 
sale lumber-yards 
went on a strike, 
They haye been receiving $1.25 a day, 
and have been paid monthly. 
The men 
demand $1.50 a day with pay-day every 
two w eeks. 
The employers held a meet- 
ing and combined to resist their demand, 
,-JThe trouble looks serious, and is apt to 
to involve the entire laboring force of 
the city.

Mr. Phillips leaves a 
wife and three children.

MILLIONAIRES IS COURT. 


AD Attempt to Make the Old Menopo- 
lists Pay for a-Rival. 


BTJPFAIJO, May 6.—The trial of Hiram 
B. Everest and others of the Rochester 
Vacuam Oil company, charged 
with 
conspiracy to ruin the business of the 
Buffalo Lubricating Oil company, pro- 
gresses slowly in the court of oyer and 
terminer. The five millionaires charged 
with being guilty of the offense are: H. 
B. Everest, and his son, Charles M. 
Everest, Rochester; John D. Archibald, 
Henry H. Rogers and Ambrose Mc- 
Gregor, of New York. 


The first witness was Mrs. Mary Miller, 
wife of Albert Miller, who admitted 
that he received money from the Stand- 
ard Oil Co., for leaving Buffalo. Mrs. 
Miller denied receiving any money from 
H. B. Everest except once, in 1 ^ 1 , in 
Rochester, to buy samples of oil from 
the Buffalo works. 
Frank R. Beardsley, 
formerly in the employ of the Vacuum 
company, testified that Everest 
told 
him if he came to Buffalo and worked 
for the liubricating comany his salary 
would be very meagre. 
Among the in- 
terested spectators at the trial is J . D. 
Rockafeller, president of the Standard 
Oil company. 
He is present under a 
subpoena to testify.

The work of the German 
Lutheran 
synod ¡yesterday morning was to vote 
into membership forty-five ministers and 
thirty teachers. 


The missions of the synod were then 
discussed at length and a contiihianoe of 
the work was strongly advocated. 
It 
was decided to instruct the presidents of 
the district synods to report the pro- 
gress in missionary work in their juris> 
dictions every six months. 


In the afternoon the dissolution of the 
St. Louis Bible society was noted and 
the generous gift to the general synod 
of their property, valued at $17,000, was 
accepted with thanks. 
One of the con- 
ditions of the donation is that the ordi- 
nary church bibles be sold to the people 
for cost price. 


The report of the inspectors of the St. 
Louis theological seminary was read. It 
announces that Professor Schaller, by 
reason of protracted illness, is unable to 
occupy his chair in the college and it ad- 
vises his retirement on a pension. 
It 
was so resolved. 
The report also antici- 
pates the death of Professor Walther 
and adds that this will create two vacan- 
cies, which are to be supplied by the 
board of electors, according to the de- 
cision of the synod yesterday. 
The re- 
port says there were 100 students in the 
seminary in 1884, of which thirty-four 
graduated in ^,1885; in 1885 there were 
nine-five students, and thirty-three grad- 
uated last year; in 1886 there were nine- 
three and thirty-two will graduate this 
summer. 


The synod opened with prayer 
this 
morning, after which the president read 
dispatch [from St. Louis, announcing 
that Professor Waither was nearing the 
ena. 
The meeting decided that no pro- 
fessor or teacher of any college should 
be a candidate for membership of the 
board of electors, which will have tu 
elect two professors over the university 
at St. Louis. 


It WEis also resolved that the school 
term at the St. Louis university should 
in ) the future begin on the second 
Wednesday of September of each year. 


The motion that the be^nning of all 
schools under the jurisdiction of this 
synod should begin on the same date 
was not sustained, because the schools 
are situated in different climates. 


The school term for the Fort Wayne 
Concordia college will be fixed at a later 
session of the synod. 


The report on the Springfield, 111., 
Practical Seminary was read. It shows 
that there are 213 students in the insti- 
tution, of whom thirty-four will gradu- 
ate this year.

The romance and mystery about North 
Carolina is about to be unraveled. The 
remains of Peter S. Ney were exhumed 
at Third Creek, Rowan county, day be 
fore yesterday, and to-day the skull 
will be examined by a committee of 
prominent physicians and snrgix>n6 of 
the state, and they will decide the ques- 
tion whether or not this is is really the 
world famous Marshal Ney, the loved 
and honored soldier of Napoleon. 


In 1819, m the month of December, 
there appeared at that quite httle town of 
Mocksville, a 
foreigner, evidently a 
Frenchman, who gave his nome as Peter 
Stuart Ney. 
A few months later he 
opened a school there, which he con- 
tinued for several years 
Aterward he 
taught in Iredell county. 
Then he went 
to Houth Carolina and conducted a school 
near Greenville. 
Later he returned to 
North Carolina and again taught, a por- 
tion of the time in Rowan county. 
In 
the latter county he died, and at the 
quiet little burial ground of Third Creek, 
a hamlet near the border of that county 
his body was laid at rest in the grave. 


This Ney was a singular man, and 
from the very first attracted attention 
although he used all possible means to 
avoid publicity. 
Certain facts were as- 
certained about him which caused the 
belief among h u pupils that he was 
really Marshal Ney. 


On removing the remains the skull 
was found tolerably well preserved, ex- 
cept that the upper portion had broken 
partially away. 
This is considered nn 
fortunate, as those parts which perished 
may be just what is needed to settle the

Ax advantageous improvement in the 
manufacture of tin cans for preserving 
food is being intro<laced in FiUrope. 
The plan consists simply in so forming 
the lid that it is merely pressed on and 
the can is hermetically sealed, so that 
no internal pressure can remove the lid. 
Water boiled in a tin thus closed has 
failed to forco it oft", although the st^am 
pressure has burst the can itself. A 
penny piece, however, used as a level 
by being placed under a rim formed 
around the top of the cover, with the 
shoulder of the can as a fulcrum, raises 
the lid with a romarkablc small expen- 
diture of power. 
The principle in- 
volved in the device is that of the wedge 
and lever. 
The ncck of the tin on 
which tlie lid fits is formed at a very 
slight angle from the vertical, and th« 
rim of the lid is made at a correspond- 
ing anccle, no solder being iiso<l to form 
the joint. 
By means of this 
arrange- 
ment, therefore, the opening of (ians^is 
renden^d a remarkably ciean, (juick, and 
simple operation, contrasting 
groatly 
in these respects with the inconvenient 
method of opening now in vogue.

Gas Well News. 
Marion is the farthest point north at 
which gas has been found, and Win- 
chester the farthest south. 
The wells 
at Winchester are weak, Kokomo is the 
farthest point above the sea level, it be- 
ing 1,089 feet, and Noblesville is the 
lowest point, bein^ only 770 feet. At 
Winchester oil rose in the wells to a 
height of seventy-five feet, and at Port- 
land to 125 feet. 
The oil was of a very 
sujterior quality, but the qua' tity was 
too limited to be utilized. 
Each of the 
two wells at Tipton also showed oil. 
The first well at Portland was bored to 
a depth of 1,440 feet and ended in a 
failure. 
The deepest hole, however, is 
at Bloomington, Monroe county. 
It is 
2,730 feet deep. 
Water was what they 
were after. 
No gas or coal was found 
but a small quantity of sulphur water 
was obtained.

RESEARCHES ON SNAKE POISONS. 


Peculiar!tie.s of the Tenom of Serpents* 
Qow- Deatb Is Caused, 


The Smithsonian institution hu.s pub- 
lished Dr. Mitchell's and Professor Reich- 
ert's researches on snake poisons. T h e 
Boston IVIeclical a n d Surgical Journal says 
of the work: " T h e new researches have 
been executed with so great skill, the re- 
sults are so Lmix>rtant, and the presenta- 
tion of the whole matter is so excellent, 
that the memoir must a t once be ranked 
a classic.'' W e give a few of the results: 
No cliemical difference can be detected 
in the poison of all known snakes. T h e 
poison resembles in some respects tho 
saliva of other animals, a n d differs b u t 
little f r o m normal elements of the blood. 


Introduced within the living tissues, " it 
produces destructive changes more rapidly 
than any other known substance, and yet 
it is harmless within its o w n tissues. Here- 
in, as The Journal suggests, it resembles 
the gastric juice, which digests all sub- 
stances except that of the stomach itself. 


l a k e most other poisonous substances, 
it is associated with m o r e or less innocu- 
ous matter, f r o m which t h e active princi- 
ple can be separated b y chemical analysis 
and obtained pure. 


It has generally been supposed that 
the malignant effect of the poison w a s 
due to an intense inflammation to which 
it gave 
rise. 
B u t in inflammation it is 
principally the white 
corpuscles that 
escape 
from the blood vessels, 
while 
snake poison causes the blood to exude 
imseparatod. In the former case, also, 
the blood strongly coagulates; in t h e 
latter, it retains its 
fluidity. 


The red blood globule, in its normal 
form, is biconcave, or hollowefl out o n 
both sides; the poison renders it round, 
softens it, and caiises the globules to r u n 
together 
like a gelatinous mass. T h e 
tissues become black with tho infiltrated 
blood, break down, and rapidly putrity 
and slough. 


It is probable that in most c;ises death 
results from tlie paralysis of tbe i-espira- 
tory cent»M-s —those parts of the brain 
that preside over the acts of respiration. 


The bushmen of South Africa use a s 
an antidote the powdered poison sac of a 
different s]5(;cies of snake; some, a small 
lizard, dried. }>owdered and rublied into 
incisions around the bite. 
Observations 
of traveler.^ .«seem to confirm the efficacy 
of these antidotes.—^Youth's Companion.
